fchool, for which by her good qualities the was 
fo well faited. Ina little time the produdts of 
her employment not only yielded her a comfort- 
able fubfifience, but the likewife was enabled to 
lay by @ fam for the hour of emergency, thould 
juch an hour ever arrive. 

Unlike the world, which ever is prone to fhrink 
from the unfortunate, the Henry of Nancy Ab- 
bot returned to enrepture a heart; a Rranger to 
file refinement, and too honeit to difguile its 
feelings. 

Henry was ftill in poffeffion of every manly 
fertiment, enwarped by the ingratitude of others; 
which had before won upon and fecured ber re- 
gard and affection. Wih fuch a ftrong incite- 
ment to virtn’, as the chatte endearments of his 
beloved Nancy, whofe induftry bad triumphed 
over want, and fecured the good wifes and com 
mendation of her numerous friends, and whofe 


beauty and innocence exceeded the richnefs of ' 


any other dower, Henry fiiil fmiled upon hjs fate, 
nor wihhed it altered. 

It is natural to fuppofe he loft no time in urg- 
ing her to become his. ‘The perfuafions of the 
man fhe loved toward an unity of their fortunes 
were notlong refifled. Andtacy very foon con- 
firmed at the facced alter thofe vows, which no 
doubt Heaven had fmiled upon, and virtue had 
epproved, 

Henry, poftefled of Rrong natural parts, affil- 
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fraught with principles which revolied as the idea 
of idlenefs—and moreover too independant to 
think of fubliting, even by the means of the dea- 
eft obfect of his affection and partner of his fa- 
ture days, while health and means of application 


| for employment were not withheld, foon procur- 
lory of viétory—Poor youth, unaware that | 
rnofe unblefied with rank or fortune, mult never | 


ed himfelt an engagement asa porter in the ware- 
houfe of a wéaltny irader in the city; who, 
pleafed with the fidelity of his domeitic, very 
foon procured another under him, by which 
means his fituation bec.me ealy and proftable. 

There isa commendable pride, which every 
man ought to encourage-—the pride which pre- 
ferves him from fubjedting himicif to mee. lets obli- 
gations, as long as his own efforts prove fufici- 
ent to yield thote fuppites bis iituation in lite 
demands. 

The. writér means not here to include the idle, 
the diflip.ted, and the gay, to foch ‘: fituation 
in life’? cannot be applicu! he means thofs that 
employ their days in the refpectable profetiion, 
or the ufeful calling—'lhe rattling tpendihrift 
the anprincipled gameiter, or the feifith drone, 
who fleep t'rough exiience, afe alike dead 
weights upon fociety, anuiding and unaided ; !+t 
fuch fink unpitied, and tevere.y feel that mifery to 
which they have too often reduced thé honelt, the 
the unfefpecting. amd the worthy.

virtues—and by refuling the aid his duty ought 
to prompt him to accept with gratitude, becomes 
at once unworthy of the foothing attention of 
friendthip, or the mercies of his God. 

About a twelvemonth after their marriage, 
the amiable Nancy prefented to the arms of her 
Henry a fmiling cherub! To vifit the mother and 
the little ftranger became the firft attentioa of 
the fond father on his return from his daily em- 
ploymem.—enraptured would he hang over the 
pillow which gave reft to its lovely cheek, and 
trace in his fleeping babe the features of his be- 
loved—then with clafped hands, and eyes raifed 
to heavew, while the at tide of gratitude over- 
whelaied his heart, would he lcok up with thark- 
fulnefs to that Power who had thus enriched him. 
Oh! thefe are joys, known only to the befband, 
thesparent, and the man! they will forgive the 
writer for dweiling on fucha fcene, for well they 
know Henry’s feelings were notimaginary. The

‘Thus comforted with mutual felicity, vear of- 
ter year pafied on ida feries of calm and dninter- 
tupted content; while chete Harrier grew up the 
d rling of her parents, and the admiration of 
their ifieuds, until her thirteenth year clofed up- 
on that happineis which wise fated never te re- 
turn!

Inftantly they feized 
upon their defenceleis pray, and notwithilanding 
the bitter cries of his wife, the little Harriet 
and her companion, hurried him away trom a 
home of peace and comfort, which no feif-re- 
proaches had ever imbjttered. In vain did he 
eatrcat for a little time, to re¢orncile his Nancy 
to the bitternefs of her fate; ttrangers to hama- 
nity, aud authorifed by the cruel cuttom of their 
country, itdid mot belong to the horrid bufinefs 
of theie prorected plunderers to attend to the 
wailings of the wife and child.
